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THE COMMUNIST PARTY 
IX CANADA. 

The CoionunUt Psrty of Canada, 
section of the Communist Inter> 
national, was organized in 1921 with 
the financial aid from Moscow. It 
has, under the strict supervision of 
the Headquarter.'! staff at Moscow, 
jfrown into a formidable organiza- 
tion with branches funcUonins in 
all parts of the Dominion. 

As you Itnow, followins the out- 
break of war, the Communist Party 
of Canada and several other sub- 
sidiary, or connected organizations, 
were declared illegal. A number of 
Communist leaders were interned, 
This action was a severe set back 
to Communist activities, the organi 
zation was driven underground, but 
having anticipated some such 
action, arrangements had been 
made in advance for the carrying 
on "under cover" of Communistic 
activities. 

I have said that the Communist 
party of Canada receix'cs direction 
from the Communist International, 
or Comintern, of Russia. I have 
al5o Mid ihat the aim of that move- 
ment is the overthrowing by armed 
revolution and violence of our 
country as we know it. The Com- 
munist Party has frequently issued 
denials of those assertions. 

Such denials, however, are not 
intended for Party members. They 
form part of that "lull to sleep" 
program. For the initiated, the 
Party has an entirely different 
front, as shown by the report pre- 
sented to the Party by Tim Buck 
on his return from Moscow in Janu- 
ary, 1930, in which he says: 

"Once we have mastered the 
political strike, the general 
strike is but a step and the gen- 
eral strike during a political 
crisis is the gateway to revolu- 
tion." 

Divided Into Nine DUtricIs 

The Communist Party of Canada, 
is, or, as that party has now been 
declared illegal, possibly I should 
say was, divided into nine districts 
■w-ilh Headquarters in Toronto, Ont., 
vhere the Communist Executive 
Council was established. Each of 
the nine districts is, in turn, con- 
trolled by a district Executive 
Council Also stenuning out from 
this Central Committee in Toronto 
to branches in each Province, were 
groups such as the Young Com- 
munist League, Workers' Ex- 
Service Men's League and foreign 
Communist organizations. 

Under the district Executive 
Councils in each of the nine dis- 
tricts, the Communist Party set up 
a group in each industry, occupa- 
tional group, section or class of 
the community in order to attend 
to the spreading of the propaganda 
of the movement and the securing 
of membership and support. Groups 
were also set up, as instructed by 
the Statutes and Thesis, from which 
I quote, to: "Equip them with new 
methods calculated to lead to open 
conflict and to deepen and widen 
class conflicts." To this class belong 
such organizations as the "Canadian 
Labour Defence League" and "The 
League for Peace & Democracy," 
both of which have, of coarse, been 
declared illegal since the outbreak 
of the War. 

Diitricl Executive Council 

All of these branches were, as I 
have said, under the direction of 
the District Executive Council 
which in turn, was in charge of the 
Communist Party of Canada with 
Headquarters in Toronto. In the 
Province ol Quebec, the District

Along T^-ith the lank, the dive bomber, 
jiatd the incendiarj-, one of the most effec- 
tive weapon^ of modern war has proved 
i6 be that mobile, muscular appendage at- 
tached to the inside of the lower jaw. The 
Axil powers have become very adept in its 
two use*— when it is moving and when it 
. is ctill. 

The latter of thwe methods — the silent 
. tongue — is well known io us through its 
esjployment in the "War of Jstrxes." 
While of late the egnimatic bear of the 
Kremlin has been using it to good advant- 
age, the southern partner of the Axis has 
diacovered that a taciturn tongue is very 
often better than the wagging variety 
when there is nothing in reser\'e to back 
up ita prepost^ous pronunciamentos. 

The Germans are astute propagandists. 
When at war with a countrj', they make 
a sun'cy of likely channels through which 
to spread dTgaffeciion. fear and subversive 
doptrinet. And, being astute propagand- 
iate, they know -that one safe bet is usu- 
ally the person of receptive and highly in- 
telli|ent mind who has— unfortunately for 
ikt victim— not yet learned that discrim- 
ination is the greater part of wisdoD}' This 
being the case, it is a foregone conclusion 
ttitt universities and their students will 
be ope of the principal objects of the pro- 
paganda barrage. 

In Canada and at McGill, at the pres- 
ent time, students are being subjfcted tg 
as Intense a campaign as is possible with- 
out exciting too much activity on the part 
tof the R.e.M.P. Partly because of this 
latter factor, and partly because the pro- 
pagandists realize that a more open eam^ 
paigB would be lets effective— as certain 
frifods of the omnipresent bear have had 
cause to discover^T-the dirty work takes 
the form of a whispering campaign. The 
îîa(is seem to have rediscovered the truth 
iof Bhakeapeare's old phrase, "Humor doth 
■double, like the voice and the echo, the 
BUBibers of the fear'd." 

We have all at one time or another 
Jiesfd various etories which in an insidious 
manner attempt to cast an aura of doubt 
Upon the strength of our forces, the re- 
aponeibility and loyalty of our leaders, or 
ibjt efficiency of our wartime production. 
Suph rumors concern the alleged antiquity

.. tan]c guns and rifles, or the inadequate

plages. Others may tell of the map who 
' hai hie (secret phort wave radio hidden in 
}a§ piano, of the Fifth Columnist unap- 
prehended by the R.C.M.J^ who has pabo- 
whole thousands of new rifles. Still

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WHV MEN BEHAVE UKE AFE8 AND VICE 
VERSAl Or Body And Behavior by Earn- 
est Albert Hooton; Princeton University 
Press, 1S40; 234p. ill. ffOO. 
Those who arc interested in anthropology 
will enjoy this latest book by Earnest Hooton, 
Professor o( Anthropology at Harvard Univer- 
sity and auUior of "Twilight o( Man," It con- 
sists of a series of lectures delivered at Prince- 
ton Univwuity in February, 1940, plus some ad- 
ditional materials which Mr. Hooton was 
obliged to omit from his lectures in order to 
limit them to one hour. As the alternative title 
suggests, the theme of the book is the relation» 
ship between body and behaviour. 

The introdiictlon to "Why men behave like 
ap»s and vice versa" if, as the author labels it, 
a "harangue on human affairs," and is part of 
the additional material which was not included 
in the course of lectures. It consists of an in- 
vective against the modem machine age in gen- 
eral and the German nation in particular. To 
quote Mr. Hooton, "Tlie Germans are merely 
a mysterious ex>imple of an ethnic blend which 
has turned out to be bad." The introduction 
concludes with the statement that "the future 
of man is dependent on biology." This idea 
appears again apd again throughout the text of 
the book, but it is in the introduction that the 
author leti himself go. He seems to feel some- 
whst bitter about the modern world for he 
says, "Our education is a failure, our social 
science a farce, and our mechanical science a 
peril." 

Having finished his "harangue," Mr. Hooton 
settles AÔvm to a soundly scientific work, writ- 
ten in an extremely interesting style. Starting 
with the lowest of the primates, he works up 
through the anthropoid apes, the Negroids, the 
Mongoloids, and finally tlie Whites, showing 
the relations of organism and behaviour in the 
primates, in the human family, in the faces ot 
man. in nations and ethnic groups, and in the 
individual. He asserts, and produces material 
to prove his point, that "continuity of national 
behaviour is in some way associated with the 
contmuity of germ plasm in its nationals." 

The book is, of course, popularized in Mr. 
Hooton's usual manner. The coldly scientific 
sections are enlivened by copious and humour- 
ous footnotes. Some may bo annoyed by the 
numerous digressions from the subject, which 
are inclined to break the reader's trend of 
thought, and by Mr. Hooton's apparent inability 
to resist a wisecrack, but it cannot be denied 
that these things brighten up an otherwise 
rather fatiguing chain of facts. The style is 
fluent, interesting, and readable, and many of 
Mr. Hooton's ideas are very good. 

The text is fairly well Illustrated with pho- 
tographs, but the unfortunate thing about them 
is that, although the text refers to plates by 
numW, no number appears on the plate, and 
one must identify them by the Inconvenient 
expedient of keeping count. However, in spite 
of this deficiency, the book is very attractive 
and should appeal to the reader, even if he is 
only casually interested in anthropology.

ZERO HOUR, Benet, Mann. Bundy, White, Un- 
derhill, Millis. Farrar and Rinehart, Inc., 
New York. pp. 244. $2.50. 

"This book is neither a formal history of the 
past few years, nor a blueprint of the future. 
It is an adventure in thinking by six very dif- 
ferent minds." This is the manner in which 
Stephen Vincent Benet introduces "Zero Hour" 
in ti}e first of the six essays that make up the 
boçk. These "pix very different minds" com- 
bine to form a distinguished roster of current 
international intelligence including, besides 
Benet, Erika Mann, McGeorge Bundy, William 
L. White, George UnderhiU, and Walter Miilis. 

The purpose oi the book is apparently U> 
review the mistskei leading to the European 
debacle, to form an idea of active American 
trends, and to prepare and forewarn the United 
States against the approaching deluge. Be- 
neath each of the varied styles there is a feel- 
ing of deadly earnest, a sincere emotionalism 
that never aivroaches cheap flag waving but 
carries with it a note of < rinsing, obvious truth. 

Miss Mann, a writer of extreme sensitivity, 
has contributed from the background of bitter 
experience in her native Germany, the second 
essay in the group. "Don't Make The Same 
Mistakes" takes the form of an informal chat 
with 8 typical young American during a train 
ride. The literary conception of the Tyical 
Young American is, although extremely flatter- 
ing, not too true. American Youth is portrayed 
as heavily intellectual without losing the 
familiar frontier pushing verility: a sort nl 
Milton in football gear. In spite of this for* 
givable, and even understandable, lapse, Mis< 
Mann's essay is convincing, again because of 
it« sincerity not because it actually presents apy 
new points or even because it presents the old 
ones in a new way. The examples are over- 
drawn, but the awful results $eem jso l)i4eQU«}y 
axaiKSeratad that the over drawing saçwna cnt 
tirely prop<M^nal. 

Too much space baa probably been ex' 
panded on Misa Mann, but hers is I think, ar- 
tistically the most vital part of "Zero Hour." 
Of particular interest to college people is "They 
Say In the Cqjlegçs . . ,"by McQeor^e Byndy, 
very fecent gr94u|te of Yale, and a djpliii- 
guished scholar of the yoMnger generation. He 
presents what is alleged to be the ppjn'ofls of 
Youth. But here again, I believe that the opji)- 
ions are largely those of quite un-avera^e 
Mr. Bundy, rather than thpt tbey ara «i^ptei 
of youthful thinldng.

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Executive Committee comprise an 
average of thirty mfmbers, each 
member representing a different 
section, or class, of labour, or tho 
community. 

Each ot these occupational, or 
class sections, was in tiu'n composed 
of numerous cells, such cells usually 
numbering from five to ten 
membera. 

Apart from these numerous or- 
ganiiationi that were directly con- 
trolled by the Communist Parly, 
were many orgsnixations, the mem- 
bership of which had been "padded" 
by the Communist Party, and in 
which Comn^uniits' had been able, 
through their organiaatlonal train- 
ing, to worm their way into execu- 
tive posiliona. In this. way the Com- 
munist Parly was frequently able 
to control the policies of organi- 
zations, the membership of which 
were loyal persons who would have 
been aghast at the suggestion that 
they belonged to a Communist or- 
ganiiatlon. 

Wwien'a Uibour League 
No iphera of society, thought 
fruitful, tKapea the Party policy ot 
subveriion-^ven women and chil- 
dren are brought within its control 
and influence. The Women's Labour 
League was organixed and from lU 
ranks were drawn the militant 
femalca who war* ao prominent at 
the time of disturbances in making 
demands from local Authorities. 
One of their chief duties was to 
carry ,on propaganda against Cadet 
training in the public schools ot 
the country, and although compara- 
tively few in number, they seem 
to have fiad conilderable auccess, 
to judge from the attitude of a 
large section of the public who con- 
sider such training is something to 
be abhored. It is in keeping with 
the teachings of Cpnununlsm that 
patriotism and anything that makes 
for love of country, ^ould be sub- 
ject to attack whenever possible; 
the idea, of course, being to weaken 
such a spirit against the day of 
revolution. 

The young Pioneers was brought 
into being to take control of young- 
sters of boy-scout age and to offset 
the influence that scouting has on 
the characters of a young boy. The 
training given these children was 
something along the lines of that 
taught a boy scout, with the ex- 
ception that class hatred was de- 
veloped to an intense degree. 
Taung Communist League 
These youngsters graduated Into 
the Young Communist League 
which wu a stepping stone to mem- 



ber.<:hlp in the Party itself. The 
Young Conununist League was 
given tho task of organizing anti- 
wnr and anli-Fasclst movements In 
the High Sohopls, Colleges, and 
Universities of the Country and met 
with conaiderable success, aa th* 
average student joining the move- 
ment, was unaware that it was 
under Communbt leadership. 

The Communist I'.Trty had in op- 
eration schools for the training of 
its members in revolutionary tactics 
and Canadians from time to time, 
were sent to Moscow to undergo 
sitch a course of training. It also 
carried on schools In Canada, where 
instruction and propaganda meth- 
ods, etc., Mtixt imparted by trained 
teachers, 

Tho Party' controlled at least 
thirty newspapers throughout Can- 
ada in addition to a large number 
of mimeographed sheets, pamphlets 
and shop papers that were turned 
out periodically. 

What Did the Party Do 

So much for the Communist set- 
up in Canada. But how did this 
work and what did it accomplish? 
Let us examine briefly a few of the 
activities. 

Since Communism holds itielt up 
as the Saviour ot the wording 
classes, It follows naturally that the 
first efforts were directed toward 
Trade Unions. Fortunately, respons- 
ible Trade Union leaders were 
among the first people in Canada 
to fully realize the real nature ot 
Communism; unfortunately, the 
Communists had been able to make 
great headway into the Trade 
Unions before this realization took 
place, and by the combined methods 
of establishing entirely Communist 
controlled union.? and of following 
their practice ot destroying from 
within, by placing members in non 
Communist Unions, they had ereat 
ed a serious condition. Genuine 
labour leaders have done a great 
deal toward combating Commun 
ism within the ranks of labour, 
while much yet remains to be done 
in this direction. 

Organlied Strikes 

The Communist Party fully real 
izes that their trained agitators by 
bringing about strikes and causing 
continual labour unrest, are doing 
the labour movement tremendous 
harm. Not only is the collective 
bargaining power ot laboiur under 
nUncd by such methods, but public 
sympathy, particularly in time of 
war, is being decreased. This ia not 
in keeping with ' the Communist 
claim to be the champion ot the 
working man, but it is strictly in 
keeping with that Communist rule 
that I have quoted — "Method to 
lead to an open conflict, to deepen 
and widen class conflicts." The only 
logic that makes sense ot this 
otherwise insane and Improvident 
leadership ot labour is the Com- 
munist logic, which makes the 
strike itself more important than 
the remedying of the ostensible 
grievance advanced as the occasion 
for the strike. 

Apart from the breeding of class 
hatreds, the Communist Party have 



another object in organizing strikes, 
or, as his occurred several times 
in the past. In leading mobii through 
th« streets of our cities and organ- 
izing demonstrations. That la their 
ballet In the old adage that Famil- 
iarity breeds contempt and that if 
a mob gets the habit of challer*gine 
authority, It will develop a mili- 
tancy which will survive and grow 
against tho day they will attempt 
to seize control of the apparatus 
of Government. 

Appear* Cenlradletery 
At first glance. Communist propa- 
ganda' seems a mass of contradic- 
tion without aim or definite direc- 
tion. The publications appear to 
be working at cross purposes. We 
find peace and disarmament move- 
ments being pushed by the Com- 
munist Party while, simultaneously, 
the British Empire is being severe- 
ly criticized lor not taking a more 
militant stand against Hitler. Cadet 
training In Canada is held up as 
the first step toward the establish- 
ment of a FascUt State, while in the 
same publication, great praise is 
given semi-military groups set up 
in the Soviet for the training of 
Russian youth. Police forces are 
held up as Gestapo and Cossacks 
because of the arrest ot members 
of the Communist Party, while at 
the same time they are at{own as 
weak and inefficient because of 
alleged failures to take the most 
severe steps against Fascist and 
Nazi organizations. We find appeals 
aimed at securing the support of 
religious groups for certain Com- 
muniât activities, while at the same 
time, Communist circulars Intended 
for the Initiated ridicule and re- 
vile all religion as "The opium of 
the people." 

As I have said this mass of propa* 
ganda seems without definite dir- 
ection, unless one continually bears 
in mind the ultimate aim of the 
CommuniBt Party— revolution with 
violence. Always aiming at that 
eventual goal of revolution, the 
creating and spreading of class 
hatreda, the undermining of auth- 
ority, the preaching of violence on 
one hand and peace and unpre- 
paredness on the other, are all 
essential parts of their program.

Under the exchange ot undergra- 
duates plan, the National Federa- 
tion of Canadian Universiiy Stu- 
dents announces the requirements 
for application. 

AU students who wish to take 
their third undergraduate year at 
a iiniversity, other than McGill, are 
xequircd to have been bona tide 
■tudents at this college. That is, 
they must have been full students, 
Bot partials. Ako they must un- 
dertake to guarantee that they will 
return to McGill after the year clse- 
vhere, in order to finish off the 
required courses lor a degree. ' 

Students from McGill arc ineli- 
gible for entr>' into any other iini- 
N'ersity in Quebec. Tlic exch.ingc of 
students is permitted only between 
four national divisions. These com 
prise: "The University of British 
Columbia. 2. The universities of 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, and Mani 
toba. 3. The univerfiiicf of Ontario 
■nd Quebec. 4. The univcr.Mties of 
the Maritime Provinces. 

Ai^lication is to be made to the 
President of the Students' Society, 
Gordon Young. The successful can- 
didates will be enabled to proceed 
to the chosen university without 
paying university fees or Students' 
Council fees. All students interested

lights set in the brick work. It is 
virtually an indoor athletic stadium, 
possessing facilities for basketball, 
badminton, handball, ^'oUeybaU, 
boxing, wrestling, softball and ten- 
nis. It has a seating capacity of 
752 but can accommodate over 1.500 
persons w;th the standing room 
that is available. 

There are three entrance doors at 
the Uront of the building, opening 
to a spacious lolsby. Inside the lob- 
by two la.'gc panels will adom the 
walls. These panels are naw being 
painted. 

At either end of the lobby are 
two bronze plaques, one making 
fitting reference to the generosity 
of Lord Beaverbrook and the other 
giving a short historical sketch of 
the university. The floor of the 
lobby is terrazo of intricate design 
and various colors. 

The Main Gym. 
The central part of the building 
consists of the main gymnasium 
floor with a corridor running 
around it and completely shut off 
from it. The walls of the main floor 
are lined with varied flint tiles and 
extend about 12 feet above the floor. 
From the top of this wall the seals 
are banked at the front and rear 
of the building with an equal num- 
ber on either side. At either end 
of the building a walk runs from 
one side to the other to connect 
the two tiers of seats. 

icre are the three basketball 
iurts lined out on the gym floor, 
of these, running from one end 
'«« the building to the other, is the 
exhibition court and is of regula- 
tion size. The other two run from 
one side to the other and are of 
regulation size lor basketball for 
Jadies. 

Altogether there are 16 rooms, 
exclusive of the main gym floor, in 
ithe building. There rooms to the 
right of the lobby as one enters the 
building are designed to include of- 
jDces lor the various athletic coach- 
es and the physical instructor's of- 
fice. To the left of the lobby is the 
kitchen. On the mezzanine floor 
are 752 theatre chairs fijfed to a 
.concrete base. Behind the seals at 
.the Iront of the building arc rest 
^Ipoms for ladies, the trophy room, 
^Ulty showers, lockers and locker 
rooms. 

Behind the seats at the rear of the 
mezzanine floor are locker rooms 
and showers for ladies. Beneath 
these rooms on the main floor arc 
-jthe men's showers and locker 
rooms. Booms and showers are 
j?rovided for visitors on each floor.

GYMNASTIC COMPETITION 

The Annual Wicksteed Gynuiastic Meet which originated nearly 60 
years ago is scheduled to take place again this year on March 12lh in 
conjunction with the Open Assault at Arms. This Competition is the 
oldest Annual Indoor Athletic Event at McGill and has seen many a 
great gymnast come and go. Literally hundreds of men have taken 
part in the competitions since they were first inaugurated and many 
illustrious names grace the records of those holding the Wicksteed 
Medals. 

As in the past there will be three separate classifications as follows: 
(1) Freshman. (2) Sophomores and Juniors. (3) Seniors and Grads. This 
year however, the Meet will also be conducted on an Inter-Company 
basis with a Team representing each Company and points being awarded 
for participation as well as for placing. 

Dr. R. J. Wicksteed, a Mining Engineer of great repute, and head of 
this department at McGill in the years gone by, originated this Meet 
and made possible the presentation of awards to the winners ad infini 
tum. In 1921 Dr. F. W. Harvey, former Medical Officer at McGill, and 
a great supporter of Athletics at McGill since that time, added an annual 
trophy for the best all-round Freshman gymnast. The granting of 2nd 
and 3rd Grade "Ms" was added a few years later and today the Gym- 
nastic Meet has become more of a tradition^ than perhaps any other 
sport carried on in the College. 

The Events which are included in the Wicksteed proper, are the 
Side Horse. Parallel Bars, Horizontal Bar, and Mats. This year, however, 
the Vaulting Box and Flying Rings are also to be included as individual 
events. The winner of each all-round class will receive a Second Grade 
"M". In addition to this the Winner of Class (1) will receive the Dr. 
F. W. Harvey Trophy, the Winner of Class (2) a Bronze Medal and the 
Winner of Class (3) a Silver Medal. The Individual Champs on each 
piece of Apparatus will receive the Third Grade "M".

General-Secretary 
of S.C.M.
